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REPORT 
Of the President of the Bank of Tennessee. 


To the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee: 


In pursuance of the provisions of the charter, I have the honor here- 
with to “furnish to the General Assembly,” a statement of the condi- 
tion of the Bank of Tennessee and its Branches. І also transmit 
herewith sundry Statements prepared by the Cashier, exhibiting the 
‘monthly condition of the principal Bank, for the last two years, the 
monthly state of the Branches for the same period; the amount of the 
expenses, profits, liabilities, and other information. connected with the 
operations of the institution. From an examination of these reports, 
it will be perceived, that the Bank has continued promptly to meet all 
the liabilities imposed upon it by the Charter, without infringing upon 
its Capital, and that there is a small surplus left en hand. It will also 
be perceived, from a comparison of the annual profits of the institution, 
with the annual liabilities, that there will be a deficiency in the means 
to meet those liabilities for the present year. ‘This deficiency arises, in 
the opinion of Ше Direetory, from the excessive amotnt of barthens 
imposed on the Bank, and from defects in its organizati п. From the 
commencement of the operations of the Bank, to the Ist day of July 
past, embracing a period of five years, the dividends have amounted 
to the sum.of 894,731 17

Jf to this sum, be added 
the profit and loss accounts, or reserved profits of the branches, which 
amounted at that time to $65,663 89, there will be a surplus of $69. 
159 51. These profits have been reserved Бу the branches, notwith 
standing, it is made their duty, by the Charter, to pay to the principal 
Bank semi-anually all their nett profits. As the principal Bank has not 
vet required those profits to meet the annual appropriations, the branch. 
es have not been called upon to pay them ever. З 

The liabilities of the Bank for the present year, consist in the annt. 
al appropriation for the use of Common Schools $100,000; appropria- 
tion to Academies $18,000; Interest on one million dollars 6 per cent, 
State Bonds $60,000; Interest on $196,500 51 per cent. Internal In. 
provement bunds $10,316 25, and interest on $1,498,250, 5 per cent 
Bonds $74,912 £0, making in all $263,223 75.  . 

Assuming the profits of the Bank for the present year to be the sam 
as they were the last year, viz: $175,035 61, there would be a deficit 
in the means to pay the above appropriations of $88,193 14. Thi 
deficiency has arisen, not so much from a diminution of the profits ol 
ihe institution, as from the great increase of interest on the Interni 
Improvement Bonds, which the first year amounted only to $4,285 6? 
the second year іо $32,443 39; the third year to $38,752 04; th 
fourth year to $61,207 14; the last year to $77,778 96, and the pres 
ent year will amount to upwards of $85,000, and Hable to be i 
creased by a further issue of Bonds.. The Capital of the- Bani 
whieh was originally intended to be $5,000,000,, amounts to 
little upwards of three, the greater portion of which is vested i 
what is commenly called accommodation paper, on which ani 
terest of six per cent. per annum is received. The line of discout 
for the current year will average about $3,600,000; $230,000 of whi 
is vested in State Bonds at 5 per cent. interest; about $400,000 (I 
sume this as the average amount) in bills of Exchange at about 8 p 
cent. interest, and the balance in aecommodation notes as above stat 
at 6 per cent. interest. If the premises here assumed be correct 
gross profits of the Bank will amount to about $225,000, from whi 
deduct expenses, say, $40,000, and the nett profits will be $185. 
leaving a deficiency of means to meet the liabilities, of $78,228 75, 
From these calculations it is obvious, that it would be necessary for | 
gross profits of the Bank to amount to about $300,000, or yearly 
percent. on the capital, or that the nett profits should be about 9 
cent. per annum on the capital. It is scarcely necessary for me to 
that it is utterly impossible, under any system of management, fot 
bank, the greater part of whose capital is loaned out at 6 per cent. 

terest, to realize profits sufficient to meet such burthens, and at 
same time maintatn specie payinents; in a community too, where 
currency already in circulation is amply sufficient for the ligitim 
wants of commerce. It will be seen, that the profits of the institution 
the last year are below the average amount of the three preceding ye 
This diminution has been caused by the contraction of the disco 
ond business of the bank, in preparing for specie payments, and in 
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Legislature adopted the reso'ution, making it the duty of the Bank to 
resume specie payments оп a specified day, the discount line of the 
Bank and its branches was at its highest point, and amounted to $4 191,- 
431 48 and the circulation to $1,384,078. Оп tke first dav of Ju'y 
the discounts were reduced upwards of $640,000, and the circulation 
nearly the same. ‘This heavy curtailment was deemed by the Directors 
to be essentially necessary, ın order to place the Bank in a situation to 
resume and maintain specie payments, and to co-opérate with the other 
Banks in securing a sound currency, and in preserving the character 
and credit of the State; ‘objeets in their opinion of paramount impor- 
tance. In addition to the burthens originally imposed by the c'a te’, 
the Genéral Assembly, at the last regular session, passed an act appro 
priating $209,000, for the improvement of Rivers in East Tennessee 
a dthe- Western District, and directed that the Bank of Tennessee 
should pay this amount in quarterly instalments of $25,000 in two 
years. Fortunately for the Bank these improvements have progressed 
so slowly, that as yet but a small portion of this appropriation has been 
applied for, the amount paid being $17,222 95. The Act of Assem- 
bly above referred to, does not designate what fund is to be charged 
with this appropriation. From what I have shown, it cannot be paid 
out of the profits of the Bank, consequently it must be taken from the 
capital. & rs E 

Hirn shown that there will hereafter be a deficit in the means to 
meet the annual appropriations, and the utter inability of the Bank 
unler the present system to realize a sufficiency of profits for that pur- 
pose, I deem it my duty respectfully to suggest to your henorable body 
the importanee of makiug such alterations and amendments in the char- 
ler as will enable the ‘institution more effectual'y to answer the purpo- 
ses of its creation. _ 

Prompted by the conviction of the necessity of some material change 
in the present system, [take the liberty, with due deference, to recom- 
mend to the consideration: of your honorable body, the propriety of 
redicing the number of Brauches to two, one to be located in East 
Teonessee,-and the other in the Western District, at such points as the 
General Assembly may select; and that the Principal Bank have the 
entire control of the Branches. By these changes alone, the expenses 
of the Bank would be greatly diminished, and the profits increased. 

I would also recommend that the charter be so altered, as to require 
the Bank to pay 6 per cent. per annum on the school fund in lieu of 
the annual appropriation of $100,000. This appropriation, so exces- 
sive in comparison with the amount of the school fund, is one of the 
great causes of the inability of the Bank to continue to meet its 
liabilities. The average amount of the school fund the first year was 
$251,124 98; tHe second $612,766 21; the third, $714,010 10; the 
fourth, $773,676 39; and the last year, $809,884 85. The aggregate 
amount of interest on this sum at 6 per cent. is $187,687 74, instead 
f which, the Bank bas paid in that time $500,000, or $312,312 26 _ 
more than 6 per cent. interest. The fund is now about $813,000, the 
Interest of which at 6 per cent. is $48,780. |

If I am correct inthe positions here assumed, and the Legislature 

should adept the course I have recommended, the bank would be ера: 
led to pay all its liabilities, the faith and credit of the State, which 

has been solemnly pledged to make up any deficiency in the appropria- 
tions would be preserved without resorting to taxation, or any other 
expedient to raise money. 

Since the last session of the Legislature, this Bank has received from 
the Treasury Department of the United States, the sum of $22,947 68, 
on account of the distributive share of the State of Tennessee of the 
proceeds of the sales of the public lands, authorized by. the provisions 
of ап act of Congress approved September 4th, 1841. One half ot 
‚ his amount bas been added to the common school fund in conformity 
to the act of the.General Assembly entitled “an act to dispose of that 
portion of the moneys arising from the sale of the publie. lands to 
Which Tennessee may be entitled,” passed February 3d,.1842. The 
other half has been carried to the account of Internal Improvement 
fund, and has been retained by the Bank under the 17th section of the 
act of Assembly of this State, passed at the last session, entitled “ап 
act to provide for the payment of $200,000 to Hast Tennessee and the 
Western District,” &c. ^ 
‚ Of the various Internal Improvement Companies in which the State 
1s a stockholder, none have paid into this Bank any dividends, except. 
the Nashville and Charlotte Turnpike Company. From that Company 
the Bank has received the sum of $3,696. 
_ А judgment has been recovered in the Circuit Court of Maury county, 
in favor of the Bank, against the securities-of E. W. Dale, late Cash’ 
ler of the Branch at Columbia, for the sum of $22,396. Fram the 
best information I can obtain, there is but little prospect ef making the; 
money. .

The Geolegist of the State of tennessee begs leave to lay before

My investigations since my last report (о vour honorable hody have 

en principally confined to the counties of Davidson, Williamson, Mnu- 

„and Perry. L have also partly examined the counties of Dickar n, 

umphrevs, Henry, Carroll, Henderson, and Hickman. 

The sui lace of Davidson county exhibits two different kinds of sata 

rocks, one limestone and the other sandstone; the latier being covered 

ith a light sandy soil, forms the elevated. tracts, while the lin estone 

rms the lower ans nıost fertile part of the county. . 

It must have struck the must superficial observer, that even in. the 

vill circuit of this county опе partis covered with a most luxuriant 

esetation, while other parts exhibit a quite different growth; he has 
хо observed, that not only the vegetation, but also the rocks. are dif- 

rent, and must have concluded from these óhservations, either that the 

il inflüenced the rocks and the vegetation, or that the rocks. influence: 

| the soil and consequently the vegetation also. ‘New, as I lave al- 

ady observed in my former reports, that the ground is partly forn ed 

y the disintegration of the rocks, it must he obvious that thig dixinte- 

anion induences the composition of the soil and the growth ef plants; 

iat this is the fact, will become more evident from the Geological. aud 

Ineralogical description whieh | propose to lay before the public. It 
my intention to give at tlie same time’ a succinet’description of the 
rgante temas which E consider characteristic -of the strata, m whan 
ley o&eur; and this willbe followed by an enumeration of olher natural 
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rodactions that are peculiar tó:our State, | .. 3 

[n order to secure a regular view of the Geology of Bavitlson county, 
have taken Nashville as a ceutre, and fiom if various excursions have 
een nade го the limits of the county, I shall,.therefore, commenee by 
escribinz the rocks on which this town is built, as far as they have 
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. mentioned iu former reporis in which 1 bave given a general outline of 
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‘been penetrated, from which it will become evident, as I have already 


the geology uf the whole State, that Nasliville is constructed өп strai 
which belong to that division of geological formatians called. silurian. 

Though Nashville stànis upon ап apparenily elevated spot, whieh 
renders its situation exceedinghy, healthy aid beautiful. its strate of 
rocks are, vevertiieless, in a geological point of view, lower than thor 
ofthe other parts of Davidsey county; for whenever апу otber strata 
make tacir appcaraece, the Nashville strata are covered by them, 
This is the reason why ме commenced our excursions from this рощ 
and extended them to the limits of the county. 

The lowest stratum of rocks which is visible naar Nashville, on the 
bank of the Cumberland river, is limestone. As no excavations or 
quarries, to my ksowledge, have been made in it, Î was net able to in. 
vestizate U шие, ia read to tsiiabédded organic remains, Itis 
mostly of a bluish grey, approachiug to а blackish gray color; fing 
grain:d more or less splintery fracture, passing ito coarse granular, 
uneven and fiat conchoidal, пеге and there interanxed with spath-se 
glisteuing particles of carbonate of lime.

It is doubtful whether this fossil belongs to the Favosites, Accord- ° 
ing to the definition of de Blainville of this genus, it i$ no Favosites, nor? 
is ita ‘Calamopara of Getdfuss, the distinctive characters of which аге 
transversal septa and connecting pores. I have examined handreds of. 
these fossils, and I sever discovered апу: traces of these septa; nor do. 
they belong to the Alveofites, which they resemble in several respects, 
because they are not formed of incrusting layers.

Such is the lowest stratum of umestone that 1 kave observed, and Ido ` 
not believe that ану lower than it appears to view in Middle T'ennessee;

bank of the Cumberland River, near Nashville, to the depth of about 4Ó 
to 50 feet, and are followed by a stratum of a different kind of lime- 
stone.  - ) 2 

I have been enabled to examine the superior strata of limestone near 
Nashville more minutely, for which examination the extensive excava- 
tions for the water works and for wells to supply the inhabitants with 
water and in the construction of the turnpikes, have been particularly 
favorable; and as these strata are pretty much ‘the same as those that 
pervade the whole of Middle Tennessee, І have been particularly atten- 
tive tu ascertain their character, and the imbedded organic remains, ' 

‘hese strata are not ail composed of the same kind of limestone. 

The lowest stratum of this series, which also forms the floor of the 
reservoir of the water-works, and eoincides in jts nature very much with 
the generality of the strata for about, 10 or 12 feet, is composed of 
grauular limestone. ‘The granular is bluish or blackish grayi some cf 
it so dark as greatly to resemble іп color and texture the well known 
black marble from near the Maese in the Netherlands. This granular 
structure is uot uniform; it is sometimes coarsely granular, the grains 
having a lamellar structure, from which it gradually passes into the fine 
grained. It is often separated from the ‘adjacent strata by au earthy. 
slaty limestone, which is seldom more than 4 ог 5 inches in thick ° 
ness.- This granular variety being very tough,.is very seldom ‘used for 
Macadamizipg the turapike, roads in this vicinity... The compact lime: 
stone, which breaks easi.y; 15 used for that purpose, anil as it is soon 
ground up by the wheels:of waggons, itis the cause of the dust with 
Which all our turnpike roads are covered, except those that are Macad- 
amized with river pebbles.

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The organic remains found in these compact and granular strata dif. 
fer from those that occur in the inferior ones. I never found inthem 
the favosites flabelliformis, which I consider as characteristic of the 
lower strata. Several species of orthoceralites, zoophiles and molusca 
occur m them. Most of these fossils have been enumerated in a former 
report, in which I gave a general list of the organic remains character- 
jaing the whole of the sélurian division of the Slate of Tennessee. | 
will, therefore, now only mention those by which these strata are char- 
acterized in Davidson, and the two adjacent counties, Williamson and 
Maury. 

I consider the following fossils as characterising these strata: 

1. Sironatopora concentrata, 
~m polymorpha, 

These two zoophites occur in large masses in the limestone, not on- 
ly inthe vicinity of Nashville, but through the whole of Middle Ten- 
uessee where I have been able to examine these strata. 

3. Columnaria alveolata, 

‘This fossil is also abundant; it being generally of a silicious nature, 
it has withstood the decomposing action of the atmosphere, and is 
found everywhere amongst the disintegrations of these rocks forming 
our soil, and are generally called by the inhabitants yellow jackets nesta 
ог honey comb. “There is no doubt but that some coral masses, ina 
eeríiain state of decomposition, аге erroneously referred to this genus: 
This is the case, very probably, with some Favosites or rather Calamo- 
pora, when deprived of its stellar camella, resembling then the colum- 
niaka—but it is certainly the case with a zoophite which is found in the 
Same Strata and which in some respects resembles the codummaria, trom 
its having star lamelle and the Favcsites, because of its transversal 
septa.

This fossil, with slight modifications, is found in the limestone 
of Middle 'l'ennessee—near Cincinnati, Ohio, in Kentucky, and in Jne 
diana, ' . . 

Some of the strata of limestone above enumerated, all of which are 
horizontal, are characterised, besides the organic remaing, with differ- 
ent minerals which are found in cavities, particularly in the granulir 
limestone, "езе cavities very probably have been formed by the de- 
struction of marine animals, which once occupied them and are now 
filled up with different mineral substances, having mostly a ehrystailiua 
structure. It 19 often calcarious spar assuming the chrystalline form of 
the metastatique of Hauy, and some of Ия numerous modifications, | 
have specimens jo which the chrystals аге more than half an inch `n 
length; but these cavities are often filled up with other minerals. Con- 
fining myself more particularly to the strata of Nashville and its vie - 
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einity, which hare been more broken upby numerous quarries than ‘at 
ether places in our State, and which coincide pretty much with the gen-. 
erality of the strata of Middle 'l'ennessee,—theése minerals are as ` fol- 
lows: ni eq а i . ` 
1. Sulphate of Strontian (celestine.) It occurs chrystallised, lamel- ` 
lar and fibrous—of a fine sky blué colour—sometiihes pearly white and 
of all the intermediate shades of color between sky blue and white. : 
Seven miles from’ Nashville on the Nolensville road, where the ‘lime- 
stone із. ‘quarried for building purposes, I found chrystats fiom ona 
half to an inch in length (Epointe, Hauy). The lamellar masses elea¥e 
very easily, in short rhomboidal prismes of 104° 20' end 75? 40/7 Tha 
Jamellar variety is not always of a blue color and is then easily mistaken 
fur sulphate of barytes, which is also found in these cavities, but any one 
acquainted with mineralogy knows that the primitive (orm of thié mire 
eral is a straight rhomboidal prism with angles of 102° 71’ and 71° 42^ 
47"—1this and the above mentioned characters distinguish this mineral 
from the sulphate of barytes. E 

2. Radiated Sulphate of Strontian, Very fine, masses of this mip- 
eral are found in these cavities, and in this form it may easily be mis- 
taken for radiated blue anhydrite, which also occurs :n these cavities, 
but its greater specific gravity and its behaviour before the blowpipe, 
distinguished it from the latter. ` 

3. Fibrous Sulphate of Strontian. This varietyis occasionally found 
in these cavities, but handsome specimens of it are found in Wayne 
county, where it occurs of a fine blue color of a silky or pearly lustre, 
forming a small vein in decomposable limestone.

There are two minerals which very much resemble each other, names 
ly the sulphate of strontian and the sulphate of barytes, both found in 
these cavities ; in fact the sulphate of strontian was always considered 
as belonging to the sulphate of barytes, antl Hauy, who first observed 
the difference between thesé two substances, but did not know to what 
to attribute this difference, which he found only in the, difference of the 
angles made by the junction of the faces of their chrystals, was puz. 
xled very much, and was only convinced of ив real difference, when 

| the chrystals from Sicily were analysed by Vauquelin; he then found 
that it was incidental with the fibrous sulphate of strontian of Franks e 
town, analysed by Klaproth. Since that time the sulphate of strontian 
as been found in several places in Europe and America. Besides our 
State, ıt is found in Moss Island in Lake Erie, af Lockport, New Yoik, 
and several other localities. Both these minerals in several forms are 
ound in Tennessee, and may serve the ‘student to discriminate the 
characters which distinguish them.

Ii is very probable that this vein is very extensive and rich, and the 
ore is good. Н has been penetrated aout. 10 or 12 feet, and has al. 
ready at this mcousiderable depth produced about 1000 pounds of lead. 
This vein being situated near a rivulet, the work was impeded by tlie 
water aud the operation abandoned. Ву. an accurate search, the same 
vein may be found at a more convenient place; or by erecting pumps, 
the vein may perhaps be worked with advantage. It is very probable 
as Î mentioned above, that this vein is extensive; traces of it are found 
on the bank ef the Cumbeiland River in several places. Doctor Over- 
ton gave me а specimen of this ore, composed of the same sulphuret of 
lead and compact sulphate of barytes as the ore near Elaysborough; such 
pieces are occasionally ploughed up on his farm, which is situated on 
the right bank of the Cumberland River, opposite the mouth of Stone's 
River, a few miles above the principal vein.

There are some strata їп this seme series: whith nre 
not only destitute of these cavities and accidental: minerals, bat also of 
erganic remains, and which aiternate with those, in which they a- 
bound. 

The minerals which fill these cavities, form an interesting subject, for 
those naturalists who delight in tracing.the origm of things. I shall 
not attempt to investigate whence came the Sulphate of Strontian, 
Sulphate of Darytes, or Sulphate of Lime, which now fill the cavities 
which are very probably moulds formed by the decomposition of 
marine animals, and the Silex into which the organic remains them. ' 
seives have been transformed; nor vili 1 attempt to show how these. 
1iaerals we: e pro.'uced; but :? scetis ceitein that this limestone was

permeated at different times by solutione of the above mentioned: min- 
erals, each in succession, aid by examining these deposits, we see the 
order in which they were introduced into the cavities, and conse. 
quently in what order they pervaded the strata. In some of these stra. 
ta, we find in these cavities nothing but carbonate of lime, sometimes 
chrystalized, sometimes amorphous, and in that case, the organic re. 
mains in these strata are calcarious. In other strata, all the fossils 
are silicious, and the cavaties are lined with quartz and filled with the 
above mentioned minerals. After these fossils:had assumed their sili. 
cons nature, it is difficult to say which of the above mentioned miner 
als first pervaded these rocks. I have now a specimen before me, the 
cavity of which is filled with layers of these mineral deposits, in the 
following order: Ist, quartz —2nd, carbonate of lime— 3rd, sulphate of 
strontian—4tli, brownspar; winch shows evidently that the one has been 
introduced after the other, because we cannot suppose that this cavity 
was once filled with a fluid which kept all these substances in solution 
at once, and that they became chrystalised in succession, according to 
their greater or less degree of solubility, as we we see in some oper 
tions inthe chemical laboratories. All the cavities are not filled up 
as the one here described; but from my observations on а great num: 
ber of them, I came to the following conclusion; lt is difficult to say 
whether the quartz or carbonate of lime had the precedeucy, as some 
are lined with chrystalised carbonate of lime, and others with quartz; 
I have never found them lined with any of the other minerals. Upon 
the carbonate of lime and quartz, has followed the sulphate of strontian; 
the impressions of the chrystals of carbonate cf lime or quartz are most- 
ly perceptible in tbis mineral. ‘Then follows the sulphate of lime: as ; 
.. mantioned above, the chrystals of sulphate of strontran sometimes pene- 
"trate the masses of selenite. The sulphate of lime generally fil's up the 
interior of the cavities, as snowy ог compact gypsum. The sulphate of 
lime, as already mentioned, is often anhydrous, exhibiting the рагу 
and compact varieties. I found no indices to ascertain the order which 
was followed by the brownspar. I believe, nevertheless, that its de- 
position is anterior to that of sulphate of lime. As these minerals were 
‘introduced in a thud state by infiltration, it was to be expected that they 
should be very pure, and this is the case—the sulphate of lime isas 
White as snow; the selestine and some varieties of anhydrite of a fine 
olde color. When thé hydrous and anhydrous sulphate of lime occur 
together, the latter always oceupies the centre, 

Upon the strata, which contain the cavities mentioned above, follows 
one which Iconsider as the highest in the vicinity of Nashville, and 
which is only found here and there on elevated positions, as the ridge on 
the Murfreesborogh tunpike road, between Brown's creek and the 
tan-yard, ‘Phe limestone forming these elevated places, when ex- 
amined in unaltered scimens from the interior of the rock, has all the 
appearance of homogenious compact limestone, and the exercised eye 
өшү of the Geologist perceives some slight traces of fossils in it—now 
thia limestone, where acted upon by the atmospheric agencies, shows 
that it is entitely composed of a very delicate byvalve and a few other 
fossils, ‘This byvalve resembles vec v serh the orthis striatelle dalm,

but jt is more elongated. И is perhaps entitled io form а new species. 
Amongst these ,ossils аге found а few pieces of (cilohites, aud some 
parts of a fossil, which perhaps belongs to a crinordeal animal, and re- 
semble somewhat the articulations of the column of these fossils, but 
the articulating &urfaces in these, is not flat nor radiated, as in those of 
the columns of crinordea, but is convex, and the opening which cor- 
responds with the alimentary canal of the crinordea is larger ım propor- 
цоп than that in these fossils. А 

‘Chis stratum being the uppermost in the vicinity of Nashville, must 
сі course be wanting whenever the currents of water have worn down 
the surface. Thus we find it forming the upper stratum, where -the 
stone for the construction of the engine house for the waterworks, have 
been quarried; it is then lost; aud the stratum next to it, is alone visi- 
Де as far as Brown's creck, where it makes Hs appéarance again on 
the east side of the creek, forming there the bighest point. where it has 
been cut through for the construction of the turnpike road. "The cur- 
rent which has formed the low place where the tan-yard is situated, has 
washed away this stratum and we find it again towards the enst of the 
bridge, where it runs under the ground. We shall have occasion to 
dwell more at large upon the effects which have been produced by 
currents in jour vicinity. 

І must now speak ofa stratum of limestone that 1s quite different 
from those described, and which I consider as subordinate to them, and 
though this limestone is characterized by organic remains, different 
from those fonnd in the adjacent strata, the character of these fossils, 
which consist of orthoveratities, trilobites, ete., shows'that they belong 
to the same geological age as the circumjacent rocks, [n the excava: 
tion of the bauk of the river for the building of the Nashville water 
works, I have bad a good opportunity of examining this straium;. it is 
found at the north part of this excavation, and is there abont eight feet 
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thick: but its thickness diminishes gradually from thence, and atthe djs- ' 


tance of a few hundred yards, disappears altogether, J have not been 


able to ascertain how far it extends down the Cumberland river; itis 
not perecptible near the rolling mill, but is found again a few hundred 
yards lower down where the old water works were formerly situated; 
where it is visible at a lower level, and runs thence пелгіу. 10 the bridge. 
Leaving the river, we find it at several places; ‘west of. the University, 
it comes above ground and continues to the Franklin türnpike toad, ant 
is visible again near the frst toll gate of that road,.on tlie premises of 
Abe late Major Boyd, of the.Jate Jesse Wharton, Tisq.,] and sn. several 
other plaees itis quarried for building purposes. «Ju dact, it їз the best 
Lulldiog stone that is found in Davidson county. The quariies on the 
Chariotte road, near the Peritentiary, those of Mr. Hardin. on "the old 
irauklin road, 6 miles from the city, on the oid Lehanon road, 7m les 
from the eity; those of Mr. Hinton, on the right. side of the river, 3$ 
niles from the спу, are all inthis stratum, aud several quarries nizy-be 
opened in it—as at Mr. Prank Fosters, on the Nolensville road, and 
other places; but net so convenient for Nashville as the above es umep» 
ated places; and the Union, now.the State Bank, the Penitentiary, the 
Episcopali church, and several other’ fine buildirgs in Nashville, are 
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constructed of this stone. The thicknessof tlie strata of this lime- 
stone varies very mnch, they are sometimes 10, 20, and more feet 
thick, while the same stratum dimishes to 14 and 2 feet in thickness, 
‘and this is the size that is mostly selected for building purposes, 

The stratum above mentioned, at the new water- works, is composed 
of two different varieties of limestone; tag опе. forming the upper part 
of the stratum, is ofa black red, and the lower part of an ash олау col 
or; its structure Is coarse, granular, more or less porous, the lower pait 
more compact and soft than the stone of other strata, and is particular. 
ly selected by the stone cutters, and is often erroneously called, by aur 
masons, free or sandstone. 

This limestone, as I mentioned above, is differently characterised by 
its fossils from the adjacent rocks. — [t eortains amongst others, great 
numbers ofa Bellerephon and of a Venus, which do not ocetr in the 
adjacent limestone. YVhis Bellerophon, whieh I have called Веро. 
phon Nasivillcnsis, is sometimes so abundant, that parts of the rock are 
entirely made up of fragments of this sheli—and though very abundant, 
I have never had the good luck to find a single entire specimen—they 

. are all fractured, those that are in the sohd roek, as well as those that 
are found amongst the disintegrations of it, and they must have been 
. 30 before they were consolidated m the limestone, as they have all the 
marks of having been brought to this mutilated state through erosion hy 
water, the edges angle's showing all the rounded surfaces resulting 
from the action of water. These remarks are equally: applicable to 
above mentioned Ferus; accumulations of several feet extent being en- 
tirely composed of fragments of these shells, amongst which, neverthe- 
less, sometimes an entiresingte valve is found, but I never found the 
valves connected together. Not only do these two fossils show the ef- 
fects of erusion, but they and the fragmeats of other fossils exhibit the 
‘marks of along continued action of water—it is therefore very probable, 
that this interpolated stratum contains the remains of a beach upon 
which these shells were for a great while exposed to the rolling motion 
of the waves, by which the most destructible parts of these shells are 
° worn down; this fact is evinced by a specimen of this rock in my col. 
lection, which is almost wholly made up of sephuncles of a multilocular 
shell, which I have described under the name of conotubularia. These 
sephuncles are from halfto three fourths of an inch in diameter, and 
form anrtulated tubes. The surface ofthe specimen is 8 by 9 inches, 
and about three inches thick, and on it 1 have counted 66 of thése se- 
phuncles; or parts of them, some 4 and 5 inches long, the interstices be- 
tween them being filled up with extremetics of ortheceratities and other 
fossils-—now the septa forming the chambers aud the outer shell were 
very thin, and consequently were soon destroyed after the death of the 
animal by rolling on the sea beach; the sephuncle being more solid, re- 
sisted this action, sothatthese shells were not mutilated after their 
fossilification, but before it; the interior of these annulated or knotted 
tubes is now filled up partly by ealcarious spar, partly by floürspar. 
Besides the above enumerated shells, there are some fragments of two 
species of modio/us, which are probably identical wid thase that! 
have found in the inferior an superior adjacent strata. 
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The group I have described, pervadis thie greatest -part.of Davidsou 
eunty; in fact it is ойу the northern extremity and the western part of 
һе county, in ‘which other rocks make’ "their appéarance; and we see 
rom the map, wbich accompanies this‘répert, and ‘on which the part 
here this series prevails, is colored yellow; а it runs from the 
astern limit of the county, t what on the west is-called Harpeth ridge. 
Near the Harpeth river, and. its different ramifications, where the water 
as removed the superincumbent strata, the limestone strata of the vi- 
inity of Nashville again make their appearance.. Oa the right side 
f the Camberlaud river also, near Buliran créek, the strata composing 
Larpeth ridge, make their appearance; and run thence iu an east, north 
asteru direction towards Paradiss hill=and “White dteek springs, to 
iansco's creek. The stratum which forms these elevations, are de- 
ignated on the map by a pink’ golor. 

In order ta getfrom Nashville to this superior ‘stratum, we have to 

raverse several different strata; these’ dre remarkably well displayed 
кеге we ascend inthe Harpeth ridge, about 6 or 7 miles in а south 
estern direction from Nashville, near Mr. J. Harding’s. -After having 
raversed here several strata of limestone, which differ more-or less in 
solor and texture, we gét опа stratum of aluminous slate which is at 
overal places penetrated with bitumen, во that both names, aluminous 
nd bituminous slate, are equally applicable to this stratum.

far as I have been able to ascertain exist in it, but in the two latter 
tes, the chert aud earthy parts, contain fossils, particularly the earthy 
мету, which in several places is wholly composed of'fossils, the most 
araeteristie of which are several speciesof Gorgonta, Lin., Fenistella, 
ns.

These fossils penetrate the silicious rock in every direction; I 
efound them dispersed in this: manner through the interior of a 
асем part of the rock—and the fossil boing of an opaque white, 
le the rock haw a yellowish!cHalcedonig appearance, it formed quite ' 
andse;ne object. These remcins, as belore stated, are, 1n some bue 
о 
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calities very abundant in the cherty part of the stratum. T have in my 
possessien a specimen which I broke from a large piece on the Cum 
berland River, near the mouth of the Harpeth ; itis about 8 by 6} 
inches, it contains the gorgonta infundshuliformis, and G. antiqua, aval 
20 individuals are visible on that space. 1 found these also in abun. 
dance between South and West Harpeth, near the dwelling of Mí: Pow- 
ers, on the Charlotte and Nashville road. Some crinoidea and bivalves 
are occasionally found in this stratum, but they are so much altered du- 
ring their fossilification, that they eannot be determined. Sóme other 
fossil resembling more or less fucoides is also occasionally found in it.— 
But the most rema:kable fossil that, I have found in this stratum, 19 а 
new species of p:nni—tl believe this is the first of this genus which 
was found in the silurian strata. -: This silicious stratum is well displaced 
where.the Gumberland River has eut.its way through it, above the 
mouth ef Harpeth River; itis nevertheless. very much broken up and 
disturbed there. I attribute this derangement to the action of the Cum- 
cland River—this river ite bed there in the limestene strata—hav: 
ing worn out the limestone which formed the lower part of the river 
bank, and which served as a support to the silicious stratum and the alu- 
minoas slate, both these strata have fallen down. 

I will have occasion to speak of this stratum very frequently in future 
as it contains all the deposits of iron ore in Middle Tennessee. 

I mentioned above, that the silicious stratum covers only the eleva- 
ted parts in Middle. Tennessee, and conseq tently currents and our riv: 
ers kave cut their way through it and have their bed in the limestone, 
ко thative may expect in traveling over Middle 'l'eznessee, the surface 
of which is quite undulating, to find frequently a change.of rocks, and 
consequently a change of soil; the latter, when it results from the de. 
composition of the silicious stratum, being lizht and sandy; but when 
fromthe limestone strata, more fertile and stiff. For instance, traveling 
due West from Nashville towards, Tennessee River, we have a fire lich 
soil for about 6 or 8 miles —we then ascend the Harpeth hills and have 
a light silicious soil, tillwe descend the ridge on Harpeth river; here 
the silicious stratum between Nashville and Franklin, where the Klar 
peth hills-terminate, and every where a geod soil. Going from F rane 
lia towards Gideonville and Farmington, we have, about 3 miles from 
Franklin, some change in the soil, and here also terminate some of the 
. Harpeth hills, —the limestone 15 the same as that.in the vicinity ef Nash- 

ville,----characterised by the same orthocerattes, cyrtoceratites and 
sporifer lynx—near Gideonville, in Bedford county, the hills are cover 
ed with the silicious stratam—but no aluminous shale separates it here 
from the limestone; the sandstone becomes ferrugineus—and in the im- 
mediate vieinity of Gideonville, it is: pretty pure sandstene and № 
wroughtinto grindstones, The limeb!one there, is similar {0 the stone 
useddor building purposes in. Nashville, near Gideonville itis made 
into tamb stones. Travelling now from Gideonville along by Chapel 
Hill and Farmington, we continue over the same litsestone,—even the 
ridge whıehiseparantes Bedford:-from Lincoln countys. 28 Timestone, 
whiclt.contains:arthocerattes ard most of thesfossils of the. vicinity of 
Nashville, This limestone continues :through Fayefteville;-ibe high 
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ridge:about 4 miles South of Elk Rivérj‘bemg'of thesame rock, ehar- 
‘acterised, by the same fossils. Nevertheless this ridge, which I believe 
fans somewhat in a Northwest direetion, is in several places covered 
with thé silicious stratum. The land now remains pretty high, covered 
here and there with a thin erust of the'silicious rock, to the dividing 
ridge which separates Tennessee from the State of Alabama, which is 
agin Compased of the same strata as Harpeth ‘ridge near Nashville, 
namely limestone covered with aluminous slate'and- this by +a: silicious 
stratum.

IRON ORE IN THE SILICIOUS STÉATUM OF-HARPETH 
RIDGE. 


I have repeatedly spoken of the iron ores which are'used in all the 
iron furnaces in. Middle T'eünessee, they ail belong to one kind, the 
brown bydroxide of iron, forming a mixtare ` of the brown iron stone, 
brown hematite, and earthy brown ironstone or ocher. But a singu-ac 
iron ore occurs in the Harpeth Hills, which, as it seems, from the ore 
eu the surface of the ground, to be . very abundant, s will some day, 
become very valuable. It is an intimate mixture ef carbonate, of lime 
and hydroxide of iron,—and from (he analysis to which I ‘Have sub- 
jeéted it, affords about 46 per cent. of malleable iron. As it contains 
carbonate of lime (limestone! its treatment in the high fufnaces, must 
be different from that to which- tke common iron оге in Tennessee 15 
subjected. From the essay: which was made on a small scale, mixing 
it with sand, powdered chareoal, and boraz, and exposing it in a eru- 
cible to a great-heat in a blacksmith's fire, | obtained a button of mal- 
lca5le iron amounting to 46 per cent. of the ore as just stated. 
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We have no deluvial deposits properly: speaking in; Davidson, Wil- 
liamson or, Maury counties—all the loose materials that: form :our soil, 
tiat 1 have observed, bear the characters of theiocks which prevail in 
the counties; —-the gravel of the land and of the islands inthe river, 
is mostly eificious, and several pebbles show the organic structure et 
the fpsfisthat are imbeded in the rocky strata, particularly encrenites 
which ate so abundant ia the stratum which fest immediately onthe 
aluminous slate. The only circumstance which indicates a diluvial де. 
posit аге the remains of Mastodohg and Elephants which are found iu 
three counties, J hare alfeady spoken in my former reports of bones 
of Mastedons that I found ‘ia the Harpeth, near Nolensville and in 
Williamson eóupty, and of Elephants in Maury ceanty—-but all these 
remains I have found imbedded in a soil, which showed. evident indi- 
eations of disintegration of the surrounding rocks,  lfound ouly in one 
inslanee a fragment. of mica slate of between 2 and 3 feet in diamond 
it lay owthe Harpeth ridge near the Williamson:courity line, one ef the 
most elevated spots of Davidson county, ànd it was partly: buried or 
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surrounded by pebbles, which were produced by disintegration of the 
surrounding rocks; it lay in a place where at could. not well have beer 
brought by men-—where never any carrtage could have passed, where 
the primitive forest still exists like.it was when the native. American 
ied. itin his hunting excursions, . Now the primordeal or chrystal- 
lin: rocks, particularly those amongst which the mica slate is found, 
is more than 800 miles in an eastern direction: from the place where the 
fragment was found, А few alluvial tracts are found on the Cumber- 
land and Harpeth Rivers—the most extensive is Lewis's bottom above 
Nashvil'e. 

I have been engaged in a general analysis of the different soils of the 
three counties. I have to repeat these operations during next winter 
-—itis only lately that I have become acquainted with the great im- 
provements that have been mace in organic and agricultural chem. 
i try. 


METEORIC MASSES. 


In a former report I have spoken of an interesting mass of meteoric 
iron Which fell in Cocke county-—1 was not then weil acquainted with 
all the facta relative (о the historv of these meteorites, and having only 
^ small quantity at my disposal, I could not analyse but some of the 
d sintegrations which were preduced by the decomposition of the ex- 
terior of the mass. I have since become proprietor of a large quantity 
of this eteroite, and have became more acquainted with its history. 
It seems that two of these masses fell-—tho. one in Sevier county, ard 
the other ın Cocke county; itappears also that the quantity of nielul 
in these masses varies in several parts; in fact, judging from the dis. 
integration formed by at mospheric action upon the mass, there seems to 
contain some small particles of almost pure nickel, which are exhibited 
amongst the disintegrations in the shape of minute green tufts: for as 
much as I haze been able to find out by proper reageuts, these minute 
panticles are oxide-of nickel, and from these the discrepancies which 
have appeared in this respect, between my analysis and the one of 
Professor Charles Sheppard, and an analysis performed since ой ай the 
materials which are found in the mass, by Professor A. Littow and my- 
self, during last.winter. 

In the same report in which I gave a description of the Cogke.coun- 
ty meteric iron, I enumerated two other masses of meteoric iron, the 
one discovered in DeKalb county, and another in Dickson county, I 
am now owner of these-two -masset-—the опе of DeKalb eaunty, by 
purchase; and I owe the other, discovered in Dickson cannty, fo the 
kindness of the Hon. Senator Voorheis, of Charlotte—the latter, (hough 
the smallest of those that are discovered in ‘Tennessee; 13° certainly the 
most interesting for its shape and its structure; and I сап now add to. 
the number of the Tennessee meteoric masses, a fourth which fell in 
Greene county, Tean., the knowledge of which І owe to my’ friénd, 
Mr, Eastabrook, President of the University of Knoxville, and the How: 
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Jaigi JiPeck, : This mass” o differs much from the above mentioned 
varieties, All these masses‘avill be analysed and described by Protes- 
жес Litton and my self, during next’ Winter, °” 
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Їй order to give an aconraté idea. of the proportions of the limes‘one, 
and the silicious stratą in the three counties, Davidson, Williamson 
and Maury, l have annexed to this' report à map, whereon the parts 
where these rocks prevail gre exhibited by different colors.

Ja speaking, in one of my preceding reports, of green sand, Î wen- 
tioned that large beds of this valuable substance occurred in McNairy 
county, Wherein some placis it makes its appearance near the surface, 
This substance, which also exiss in New Jersey and other of the At 
antic States, has been used largely for agricultural purposes, pu tieu- 
larly in Pennsylvania, for more, than half a century, and experience his 
amply tested its utility as am active manure, and this has been theoreti- 
cally verified by Liebig and other ehemical agriculturists, ` 

According to an analysis made of the g:een sand of McNairy ceux

Та these analyses T consider the carbonate of lime as accidental, be- 
ing doubtless intreduced by the fossils which are very abundant in коте 
parts of it, some of which, principally the small ones, are entirely de: 
composed, and form по part of the materials which cement the greer 
sand; the large fossils, as the exogera costata and gryphea dilatata are 
yet entiie, but are in such an altered state that they can be rubbed 
to powder between the fingers. The specimens used for analysis alsa 
were not properly selected, as no use, as yet, is.made of this eubsfanea 
in Tennessee No excavations have been made іп it, and 1 had there- 
fcre to content myself with parts which had been more or less acted 
upon by atmospheric agencies. ` - TERES

This mineral substance is in our Atlantic States so well; known ‘that 
it would there be unneeessary to mention anything about its prop 
erties and uses, Several of the geologists aad chemists of those States 
have written about it: It is therefore only pecésssry to transcribe what 
bas been said about it by Professors “Rodgers, Booth and others, to 
Wow te the Tennessee farmers the valuable properties.of it. 
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«When we behold а luxwiiant harvest, gaitíéred from fields in whieh’ 
the uriginal soil is a kind least of all eongenial to vegitation; when же. 
бад that all this fertility, eontrasiing so strikingly wuh the barrenness 
around it proceeds from a, few granules uf asubstance sparsely distrib- 
uted through the enormous and cougteracting excess or sea-beach sand, 
more aria than the soil to which it is applied, are we not led to look 
with admiration on the potent properties of this.curieusly constituted mi- ^ 
neral? The developements ef geology are full ef instances like this, 
showing in how many unlooked-for ways the mineral world may be 
made subservient to the good af- mankind." . 

«This striking proof of the fertalizing power of the marl eught te 
eacourage those districts not directly within the tract where some of 
the strata possess the green granules in a sensible proportion, It ex- 
mands most materially the limits af the territory where marling may be 
attempted, aad points us to many beds as fertilizing, which. otherwise 
would be-deemed wholly inefficacious. ”-- Professor Rodgers. 

-There can be no doubt that the agriculture uf part or the Western 
District and Middle Tennessee is destined to derive essential beneft 
from the extensive deposites of green sand which occur in MeNairy 
county. 2n | 

This green sand exhibits various appearances. Il is generally in the 
form of sma | dark grains of the size of gunpowder, of an oil ogr- 
blackish green color; they are not gritty, «nd may ‘be bruised between 
the finger-nails. These grains are sometimes merely agglutinated 
without any*cement, but are otten cemented together by marl or bv 
friable carbonate of lime, resulting from the desomposition of fossil 
shells, ав mentioned above, amd which distinguishes the Tennessee 
mineral from that of New Jersey, in which, according to the analy» в 
of Professor Rodgers, no carbonate of lime occurs, According to 
that gentleman, the New Jersey variety соп(атиѕ alsa a small quantity 
ef magnesia, in some instances, ia the state of Epsom salts, which he 
supposes are sometimes produced by grains of dolomite. This sub- 
stance I did not detect in the strata of MoNairy county. There is а 
great resemblance in the composition of green sand to that of glass, 
each being principally a compound of silex and potash. The invedsti- 
gations of Liebig demonstrated the indispensable importance to the . 
growth of many plants, and especially to wheat, of silex and potash 
lw that state of composition called silicate of potash, He even went 
so far as to declare the Opinion that one of the beat of manures thet 
oauld be applied to a wheat crop would be a sblution of glass. In 
making this admirable incuction, he was, apparently, unaware of the 
fact that a natural kind of glass or silicate of potash, under the form of 
green sand had been long spread over the American fields with the 
most striking advantages to the growth of wheat and other ereps. 

The effects of -green sand applied as a manure, are strongly set forth: 
ia the follewing extracts of Professor Н, D. Rodgers? Reports ` | 

“Мг. Woolley matured a piece of land in the proportion ef 200- 
lots of good stable manure to the асте, applying upon an ае јавен 
tract ef the same soil’ his green sand'in"the ratio of about 20 Jouts par 
awe. The crops, which were timothy and clover, were much hearier

“ There can be no doubt that 20-loads of marl per acre must be re 

, garded as an unnecessary bountiful dressing: but computing the’ rela. 
Hve cost of the two manures, when employed in the ratio above stated 
we find a considerable disparity in favor of the*green sand: > Placing 
the home value of farmyard manure at 100 cents per each ‘two-hores 
J ad, and that of the'marl at 25 cents per load, we have the expense of 
manuring one acre $200; of marling the same $5. 

‘This being an experiment, an extravagantly large dressing ofma. 
nure was employed, but not exceeding the usual average spplicatios 
more than the 20 loads of marl surpassed what was necessary, ' 

<“ Experience has already shown that land once amply marled retains 
its fertility with little diminution for at least 10 dr 12 years, if care Ье 
had not to crop it too severely; while with all practicable precautions 
the stable manure must be renewed at least three times: зп that interval 
10 maintain in thescil a corresponding degree of vigour. 

“ At the Squankum pits, which are very extensive, the marl (green 
rand) is sold at the rate of 37} cents per load, the purcLasers having te 
digit. Tt is transported by wagons to a distance, in some c'irectiens, 
ot 20 miles, and retailed, when hauled that far, at the rate of 10, ог 
even 121 cents per bushel, being very preiitably spread xpon the soil 
yw the small proportion of 25 or even. 20 bushels to the acre." — Prof. 
Rodgers. 

This is certawly a strong proof of the high estimation in which green 
wend is held аз а manure by the prudent and thrifty farmers of New Јек 
gry. 

“When itis decomposed by the ordinary processes of laboratory (says 
Prof, Booth) only vemali quantity of sileca and all the other cons*ita- 
rats being cissolved; we may regaid the oxide of iron, potassa, and аЬ 
umiha' as performitig the principal functions, assisted by thé presence 
af water. The useful action of potash or of «shes in the-soil hag been 
long acknowledged, and hence, as soot asit was known that the green 
rand contained potassa, its ulility was immediately referred to that al- 
kali; latterly, however, the opinion has gained ground that'the protox- 
ide of iron plays an impartant part by acting! with the organie matter 
methe soil, in a manner resembling the sapanifrcation of oil by potash, 

“ The ad tition of much unleached ashes to a soil determines the for- 
r$e'iou of salts of potassa; whieh, being very soluble, are taken up ia 
excess by growing plants, and produce such luxuriant vegetalion as fê 
cause it, technically speaking, to burn up. The came operation would 
probably occur with'protoxide of iron, were its salis not soon converted 
Mito more insoluble hymate ‘and crenate of the peroxide. А ` 

„It might be objected by many that green sand being decomposed 

With difficulty by the powerful ‘acids in the laboratory, there is. littl 
Ffobability that сап be resolved into its constituents by'the fcehle hne 
Wie ог armospheria agenta, Independently, however, of the: prouf ef 
Ha -degomposition.by its inducing iincre&sed fertility,andof the mode by. 
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which tature; operating:with feeble: agents during a lengthened pertod 
of.timey produces great.results, it may ‘be shown that it is more readily 
decomposed than is generally admitted, William Uhler, in conjunétion 
with the author of this memoir, has lately been engaged in making a 
series of experiments оп thissubjeot, which although incomplete, nev- 
ertheless afford sufficient grounds for drawing a few conclusions, Di- 
luted acetie acid decomposed green sand-after the -lapse of a week ог 
more; oxalic acid produced the:sameresult in а few days, and in the 
course of two weeks nearly all the green sand had disappeared, and the 
yellow oxalate of iron precipitated. But the: most surprising . effects 
were produced by the action. of carbonic-acid, one of the leeblest known 
to the chemist, the use of which for.this purpose was produced by Mr. 
Charles Roberts of Philadelphia. Ву a well-charged somtion of this 
acid a large portion of the sand was decomposed ina fewdays, and a 
weak solution induced. the same effects in the course a few weeks.-— 
Although few experiments were made to determine quantitatively the 
relative amounts of the constituents taken up by the acid, yet the quali 
tive tests iere suflicient to show that all the ingredients were separated 
from each other, and that the green sand might be analysed even by the 
feeble operation of carbonic acid. 

“Аз the present state-of our knowledge of these subjects is limited 
when compared with that advanced stage which we firmly believe chem- 
istry will produce in process of time, it would be presumption to make 
wohesilating assertions relative to the modus operandi of organic and in- 
organic manures; we may nevertheless, and indeed we ought ЧО draw 
euch inferences as are consistent with our present. knowledge of facts. 
The potassa of the green sand appears to act on organic matter in the 
soil by catalysis forming seluble salta of potagsa; the protoxide of iron 
acts in a similar manner, but is itself changed to a less soluble compound; 
and the alumina probably las a similar action, proportional to its feeble 
affinity. To the question that, since potassa acts in bhis manner, why 
does not a large quantity of green sand produce excessive luxuriance ? 
it may be answered, that it does where the quantity js very.large, but 
that its action is modified and extemnated by the difficulty with which 
the marl is decomposed, end by the presence of other-bases besides po- 
(assa. When green sand is decomposed by nature-or in the lahoratory, 
a small quantity of sileca is taken up, aad even this substance, by farm- 
ing.a-salt with crenic acid, may assist in increasing fertility; as at is an 
essential сопа лепі of plants. 

‘ There are two points touching the theory of the operation of green 
sand which remain to be noticed, the first of which is, that when i's de- 
composition has commenced it advances in аз increasing. ratio; and the 
second, thatthe constituents of green sand in their nascent state, (аб 
ls, at the monent ‹ f their disengagement from the compound, act with 
much greater energy. Thus it wouldeappear, then, that all the consti 
taents of the marl exercise an influence in promoting vegetation; aad 11 18 
action must take place in proportion to their respeetive affinities, potas- 
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eat solubility, whieh'n&urish and invigor&te nascen| vegetation; that by 
thé presence of a large:portion of bases which will form salis of diffi. 
cult solubility, a more prolongéd and healthy action is insured. 

“The above remarks relative to:the mage of operation of: marl, apply 
equally to tlie several varieties, as far as relates to the contenti of greei 
grains, but the calcareous species Owe their action partly 1Q line, m 
proportion as its carbonate exists ‘in the; marl, When phosphateo 
Iron occurs in quantity, some notice must be taken of its probable in. 
fluence, трг in regard to it, we can Only reason from theory, since it has 
«ever been applied direetly to land, with the view of ascertaining jts 
effects en vegetation. It appears from the.analysis of Berthier, that both 
phosphats of lime aud of iron exist in appreciable quantity in the ‘ashes 
of plants; lor, in the composition of оак: ashes he divides the, per cent 
of phosphoric acid between lime and 3ren.in such a manner as.to form 
nearly 14 percent. of phosphate of lime, and 1-5 per cent. of. phos- 
phate of iron; and in other cases he gives the amount of the salt of 
iron as high as 0 per cent; and we believe. fiom experience that the 
utility of bone manure is largely due to its phoaphate of lime; and hence 
we may infer that the marl alluded to may be serviceable, er even 
very va uable, from its phosphat of iror; and that if it were mingled 
with a little lime, where it is wanting in the mail, the atmospheric and 
hu nic agents, if the expression be allowed, will .cause such a transuiu- 
tation of the constituents as to bring both phosphates to exert their in- 
fluence in advancing the growth of plants. It would appear wnnceessa- 
ry to add lime, whea there is already а small quantuy in the marl, 
were it not that there is still auether substance mentioned as осешт- 
lng sometiwes in marh This substance is the sulphate of iron, the 
presence of which isshown by tue large amount of white efflorescence 
with which it becomes coated after exposure to the air, precisely sim- 
Har to those pits where it is observed m pieces of considerable-size. 
After the marl has been exposed to the air for a short time, a whitish 
eiloreseuce forms on its surface, Which has a strong styptic tasteyand 
is sulphate of поа, formed (rom the sulphuret] bul the snow white 
eil rescence is chiefly sulphate of lime or plaster; aud hence this, opt- 
ration of nature in the formation of plaster from sulpharet of iron points 
out to as tle manner of obtaining the same result, vizi By mixing with 
marl which exhibits an, efloresceace after exposurk.to the air, a quanti- 
ty of lime sudivient to convert all the sulphate of iron into sulphate‘ol 
tines for if this be not done, the sulphate of iron, ог copperas, will bo 
formed, which is known te be prejudicial to vegetation. ‘The quantity 
required for this purpose will vary with the amount of sulphuret of 
iron: where the eflorescence 1s light, one Bushel of lime to 109 of mail 
will be amply sufficient; and where it is abundant, it шеу be necessary 
to use two, three or four to the 109 of marl. If the green sand contains 
already a portion of lime, а smaller quantity will be requied. ‘The 
best method of applying it will be to remove the marl from the pit, to 
ппу convenient adjoinitig spot, to form a stratum, bot more than two feet 
thick, and after it nds been exposed to the air fortwo weeks or a month 
tu vover it uver with slacked lime, After exposure to one or twò таша, 
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it way then be most thoroughly mixed by passing a plongh through ‘ify, 
or digging.it down with a spade. iv. ae g s 

‘To what manner and in what xuantity should the green sanS be ap- 
plied? All varieties of the marl are more or less compact, when fresh, 
ly extracted from the pit, and if applied in such a state, would be equal- 
ly distributed over the soil ; and hence the first precaution is to suffer it 
to be exposed to the air for а few days according to. its eompactness 
от tenacity inorder that it may cramble to powder, if possible; for the 
finer the pulverization, as shown of lime, the greater will:be the ^im- 
mediate benefit, There is another advantage attending this delay, that 
we may then:observe the eflorescence, aud obviate its ill effects by lime. 
ladeed, in a majority of cases, the addition of lime in small quantity 
will prove servicable, since itis generally wanting in the pure green 
varieties, and yet it is an tnportant requsite im the fixed constituents of 
vegetables. The mos! еаопотіса] method of applying the marl ав 
above proposed, will be to curt it from the pits immediately into 
tae fieldss'to which it is to be applied, to throw it igto heaps at cone 
venient distances for spreading, and then to puita small quantity of lime 
өп each heap, which should remain exposed to the air for a danger time. 
In regard to the quantity ta, be applied, a variety of opinions exist; and 
hence from 50 to 1000 bushels per acre have been tried; with and with 
out success. А little attention to the theory of its operation will ena» 
ble us to approximate to the true proportion. Its strong bases appar 
to act on the organie matter in the soil, and to combine with if, heree, 
it would be useless te apply alarge quantity to poor and light soil, for 
which 60 to 100 bushels; would suffice; but-a clayey soil would be ren- 
dered looser by it; and as there is usually mêre orgayic matter*present 
in such a ease, from 100 to'200 may be employed with advantegé — 
Where the land is already of good. qgualits;-trom 20019 -500 may be 
used, accordicg to the richness and tenacity: 

Many persons believe that because one kind of marl is inferior to an- 
other, a much larger quantity will be required ;. but the froth is, that 
the differences, though important, are less sô than ie generally believed, 
and shonld not lead to the employment of. quantities greater than have 
just been enumerated. Notwithstanding the effecis of marl will be 
shown to-be striking on ordinary, and even on very poor land, yet it is 
essential that the soil should contain a fair proportion ef organic matter 
in order to reap the highest benefit from it... Hence the failure of some 
experiments made with the green sand; for although it stands superior 
to lime in requiring the presence or addition of less organic manure, still 
the views offered to explain its mode of action show the necessity of 
some organic materia.s on which to eperate, and this conclusion ia 
strengthened by experience. . 

J The difficu'ty of overcoming prejudiee is clearly exemplified ‘in the 
Progressive“emiployment of green sand in Delaware, Оне of the first 
experiments made with itin St. George’s hundred may probably be 
dated as far back as-the.ye27.1 529, when a smal quauüly was шиа 
out from the sjte øf the caval. Опе spotof ground where {ins was ap- 
phed, was observed in 1837 on the farmeof Janiss Wilson; eleven years 
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“after its application ; and although that soil had received: no ‘other as. 
sistance, a luxuriant growth of corn!clearly ` pointed out .the. limii- Ae 
which it had been spread.” 


In imitation of same of the Geologists of other State; who have given 
lists of the natural products of their States, I beg leave to offer an enmu- 
meration of the objects of the animal kingdom that are found in our 
State—some of which are only found there —This listis very imper: 
fect but it will be completed.in subsequent reports.

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The Treasurer would here remark, that he has received eight theu- 
sand nine hundred and ninety.one dollars, five cents, and has paid out 
seven thousand six hundred and forty-six dollars and twenty: eight cents; 
and that there is now remaining in his :hands; thirteen hundred and for- 
ty four dollars and seventy-seven cents. 

There is due the institution for beard, trom sundry individuals, six 
hundred and thirty-six dollars and sixty-four cents, which is nearly all 
owing by solvent persons, and which will be collected.

The Asylum is indebted to sundry individuals, yabout thiee hun: 
dred dollars, for articles furnished, and accounts net rendered, and 
which is not included in the abeve. 

The Penitentiary account of $800, included above, remained unpaid 
at the time the new board eame in office, and was created by the old 
board. This account was for furniture, iron work, and sundry articles ' 
furnished, and which was paid by the present board. 

The treasurer, on the 24th of August lest, settled his account with 
| the Comptroller, showing vouchers for moneys received by him up to 
this time, $8,259 04, -Also, for moneys paid out, $6,695 85, leaving 
| a balance in the hands of the Treasurer, of $1,563 15; which amounts 

have since been changed by moneys received and paid out. There 
now remairsin the hands of the Treasurer, which will be carried to 
| new account, $1,344 77, 

The Treasurer would here remark, that in making up his statement 
| for the last two years, ending Ist October, there were fout accounts 
allowed by the Board, and ordered to be paid by the Treasurer, amount-

to report the several Reports made by said Committees of ‘Investiga- 
tion, and to recommend; that the same be prepared for publication, by 
making out a condensed classification of said debts according to their 
respective magnitudes, exhibiting the amaunt reported good, doubtful;

REPORT. 


The Commissioners appointed by the General Assembly, to investi- 
gate the condition of the Bank of 'l'ennessee, met at the Banking-house 
in the City of Nashville, on Monday, the 20th of November last, and 
after having taken tlie oath required, before Benjamin Sharpe, Esquire, 
a Justice of the Peace for the county of Davidson, proceeded to dis- 
charge the duties assigned them. They have taken up and examined 
the several specifications, in the order in which they are placed in your 
resolutions, and beg leave to present the following REPORT : 

The statement herewith submitted, marked “A.” was made out My 
the proper officers of the Bank, under the direction of the Commission- 
ers, and exhibits the “state of the Bank” on the 14th of December, 
1843, and is here referred to :

from pages 51 to 53 inclusive. The Commissioners have not 
deemed it important to trace these notes from their origin, through 
the several renewals, as they are now considered good, with the 
exception of one three hundred dollars, which will be found at 
page 28. ‘To have done se, would have required more time than 
the Commissioners thought it prudent to devote to the subject, and 
in all probability, would have prevented them from making a re- 
pert to the General Assembly. 

The schedule of Domestic Bills of Exchange under discount, as 
well as those under protest, will also be found in the same exhibit, 
from pages 54 to 58 inclusive. 

In deciding upon the character of the several notes and bills due 
to the Bank, and also the debt in suit, the Commissioners have re- 
lied mainly upon the testimony, under oath, of the Cashier of the 
Bank, the Directors residing in some of the counties, the Attor« 
neys for the Bank, and several of the Sheriffs in the counties con- 
stituting the Dank District, and upon their own personal knowledge. 
When none of these were acquainted with the parlies to a note or 
bill, we have summoned before us other persons as witnesses.— 
Some of the larger debts are secured by mortgages, or deeds of 
trust, upon real and personal property, in addition to the еп. 
dorsers. | 

5. Áschedule of the notes and bills in suit, with the names of the 
drawers and endorsers, will also be found in exhibit B. from pages 
59 to 70 inclusive, and is referred to. In each case, in which the 
debt is believed to be bail or. doubtful, they have been traced to 
their origin, aud the result noticed immediately under the names 
of the parties. The situation of each debt in suit, so far as we 
could ascertain it, will be found in the margin of the schedule be- 
fore referred to.

And we have a total of ascertained bad debt, exelusive of the 
doubtful debt, of thirty-four thousand two hundred and eighty two 
dollars thirty-five cents, created at the Principal Bank from its 
commencement to the 14th of Degemher, 1843, a period. of five 
years five and a half months. Ж 
In justice to the Board of Directors, the Commissioners feel соп: 
strained to state, that in their opinion, no blame can attach to 
them for discounting the forged notes above referred to, which 
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purported to be upon individuals residing iu Wilson and Rather- 
ferd counties—as the forgeries were ingeniously executed, and all 
the forms-and recommendations, required by the rules of the Bank, 
strictly complied with. The individual, too who received the 
money, was Careful to offer them for discount, when it was known 
the Directors from the counties above named (Col. Finley and 
Mr. Currin) were absent from the board. When the forgeries 
were discovered, prompt measures were taken to recover the 
money; but the individual charged with the crime, committed 
suicide a short time after his arrest, and his estate is believed to be 
insolvent. Not more than 20 ог 25 per cent of the amount will 
be realized by the Bank. 


. The real estate belonging to the Bank, consists of a tract of land 
+ of 188 acres, lying in Davidson county, and three small tracts in 


Smith county, containing together about 546 acres, which were 

urchased to secure debts belonging to the Bank, to the amount 
of $3,228 25, and which could not in апу other way have been 
collected. The lands are represented by the Agents of the Bank, 
to be worth the amount paid for them. 


. The house and lot occupied by the Bank, was purchased in the early 


part of the present year, for $15,000, and is considered by the 
Commissioners, a good investment. 


. The amount due from other Banks is $146,858 63, principally 


from the Branches, on running accounts. 


. The Bank has purchased $86,000 of State Bonds, from September 


1841, to January 1843, and which cost in the aggregate $61,508. 
Three thousand dollars of these bonds bear an interest of 53 per 
cent, the balance 5 per cent. The present value of the 5 per cent 
bonds, is 88 or 89 per cent, and the 54 bonds 80 per cent, (the in~ 
terest upon the first being payable in the Eastern cities, and the 
latter at the Treasury of Tennessee,) and are worth at the lowest 
estimate, $75,440. | 

The prices of State stacks, аге changing almost every day in 
the Eastern markets, and it is cause for congratulation, that the 
bonds of few States in the Union, if any, are more in demand, or 
rate higher, than our own.

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The several items in the same statement of: “Exchange,” “Dis- 
counts received,” “Interest and Damages,” exhibit the profits of 
the Bank for the current half year, commencing July Ist, 1843.— 
The “Internal Improvement dividend,” consists of ‘dividends paid 
by the Nashville and Charlotte Turnpike Company, and is applied 
to the payment of the interest upon the State debt. 

The “Common School fund” is created by the collection and de- 
posit of funds, which were in the hands of agents, and is periodi- 
cally transferred to the capital of the Bank belonging to Common 
Schools, and divided among the Bank and Branches. 

The “Internal Improvement fund” consists of one-half the pro- 
ceeds of the Public Lands, received from the General ‘Govern- 
ment, under the act of Congress, approved the 4th September, 
1841, and may be applied to the purchase of State Bonds, or to 
reimburse the Bank for moneys paid for the improvement of the 
rivers in East Tennessee, and the Western District. 

Under the act passed Пау of , 1842, entitled “ап act to 
ovide for the payment of two hundred thousand dollars to East Ten- 
ssee and the- Western District, in full discharge of their claims 
ainst the State for River Bonds, under the act of 1837-8, and for 
her purposes,” the toads issued for theimprovement‘of the rivers in 
ese two divisions of the State, have been cancelled and burnt; but 
е hundred thousand dollars, issued at the same time, for the improve- 
ent of the rivers in the Middle Division of the State, remain upon 
posite in the Bank. There bonds all bear an interest of five per cent.

It is a question, ik the opinion of the commissioners, that deserves 
е most serious consideration of your honorable body, whether the 
rmanent interests of the Institution and the People would not be 
omoted by a reorganization of the Dank and its Branches, so as te 
ncentrate the capital at fewer points in the State, and to reduce the 
gtegate amount of expenses. 

In justice to the officers of the Bank, the commissioners take pleas- 
re in saying, that they have afforded them every assistance required 

the examination they have made, and have manifested throughout, a 
illingness to have the most rigid scrutiny made of the condition of

REPORT. 


To the General Assembly of the Siate of Tennessee, now in session: 
The undersigned, two of the Commissioners appointed hy a Resolution of the 
. 13th November 1843, to investigate the condition of the Branch of the Bank of 
Tennessee at Shelbyville, convened according to previous appointment, at the 
banking house in Shelbyville, on Monday the 27th day of November, 1843, for 
the purpose of proceeding in said investigation.—Having corresponded with Col. 
Fulton, we have received on that morning a letter from him, informing us that 
‚ he had declined accepting the appointment, and having no information in regard 
to the appointment of another person in his place, we deemed it advisable to 
proceed with the investigation; which we accordingly did, after being first duly 
sworn before William Galbreath, Esq., a Justice of the Peace of said county ot 
Bedford, as directed by said Resolution, a probate of which is herewith filed, and 
now submit to the General Assembly the followingas the result of our investiga- 
tion. j 

See Schedules from No. i to No. 11, inclusive, which we submitas containing 

all the information sought for by the Resolution and its various specifications: 

.In the making out a Schedule of the Notes and bills under discount and 
of the suspended debt, according to the 4th and 5th specifications, we considered 
it unnecessary, where we were satisfied that the debt was ‘‘good,” to comply 
with the literal directions of these specifications; to have done so, would have 
required more labor than could have been bestowed upon the investigation, so 
as to have made а Report in any reasonabletime. We suppose that it was the 
desire and intention of the General Assembly to ascertain the character of the 
debts, af this time, whether “good, bad or doubtful." If good, it was unimportant 
whether the endorsers had been changed from the “original” to the one now un- 
der discount. Ifbad or doubtful, then we considered it necessary to look behind 
the present note for the purpose of ascertaining whethera good endorser had 
been released, anda bad or doubtful one substituted in his place. In this way 
we supposed we would best conform to the spirit of the Resolution, and the ob- 
ject and intention of the Legislature, and enable us to report to the present Gen- 
eral Assembly nc w in session. 

This construction of the 4th and 5th specifications was strengthened by lhe 
phraseology ot the 8th speeification, in which we are directed to furnish “the 
amount due from other Banks, and character of such debts, whether good, doubt- 
Jul or had; if doubtful or bad, when were such debts created, and under what 
circumstances.” Неге the Legislature don’t deem it of importance to know 
under what circumstances the debt was created, if “good” at present. And, al- 
though a portion of those marked by usas good, may turn out to be otherwise, 

, We assure the General Assombly that we had the most satisfactory evidence be- 

‚ fcre us to authorise the conclusion to which we arrived. and to justify the remarks 

made by us opposite to each debt. 

. We issued subpæas forthe Directors and other persons, out of Bedford county, 
and in cbedience thereto. Mr. Beniamin Deckerd, the Director for Frankli 
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ounty, Mr. John Hickerson, the Director for Coffee, Mr. McLean, the Director 
{от Marshall; Mr. Thomas G. Wood, Clerk of Cannon Circuit Court, attended 
and were examined on oath, as were algo the President of the Bank, Dr. Lips- 
comb, Mr. Jett and other directors, and the Cashier and clerk. Mr. Carty, the 
Commissioner for Lincoln, appointed in the place of Col. Fulton, having been 
absent from home, did not receive his Commission until Friday the Ist day ef 
December, and did not arrive here until yesterday. His long and extensive ас. 
quaintance with the people of his county, enabled him to give the character of 
the debts there. We issued a subpæna for the Clerk and Sheriff of Lincoln, and 
for General Moore, the Director, but neither of them auended—the latter was 
prebably not summoned.—Mr. McLean, the Sheriff of Coffee county, was also 
sworn and examined asa witness. Inaddition to this, the Commissioner for 
Franklin county, was enabled, from his. personal acquaintance with the debtors 
in the counaes of Franklin, Coffee and Lincoln, to confirm the evidence of the 
witnesses as to a great portion of the debts in those counties. In like manner, 


the general acquaintance of the Commissioner for “Bedford, enabled him to con- ` 


firm the evidence in regard to the debtors in that county,and many of those re- 
siding in other counties. 


We were informed by the officers of the Bank, that no State bonds have been 
purchased or discounted. 


We algo examined them in relation to the 18th specification, and they testified 
that interest had not been at any time paid to individuals for desposites in bank, 
‘That no person had been permitted to over-cheek. Ina few instances, persons 
having large running accounts with the Bank, have been paid on their checks 
beyond the amountof their desposites— whenever this occurred, it was by acci- 


dent, and corrected as soon as the error was discovered. The amount thus, drawn : 


by over-checking, in each instance, was very small, and as it was not done by 
permission, we have deemed it unnécessary to be more specific. U 
The books of the Bank, and the Schedules accompanying the Report show, 
that a portion of the - Directors are indebted and liable as endorsers, to а larger 
amount than the maxinium fixed by the Act passed at the called session ot 1842, 
entitled *An Act to‘amend the character of the Bank of Tennessee, and fot other 
э purposes.” (Vide Sess. Acts, Chap.8, page 24.) On this subject we have 
also examined the officers of the Bank, who testified, that the debts and liabili- 
ties of the directors were created before the passáge of the above-mentioned act, 
and that the notes now under discount were given in renewal of the old notes. 
Availing ourselves‘of the req'iest made by the General Assembly in the 20th 


specification, to impart “any information or suggertion which the board might . 


deem ofímportanee to be known to the General .Assembly and the people," 
altho’ perhaps not strictly within the lettér of the request, they would respectful- 
ly suggest that they cannot perceive any necessity in the ordinary business of the 
Bank, вас as discounting accgmmodation notes, to pursue the “Law Merchant? 
by making demand of payment, and giving notice to the endorsers of non-pay- 
ment. A majority of the Commissieners are of opinion that itis, in the first 
place, an unnessary expense; and in the second is wholly useless, so far as the 
interest of the endorsers is concerned. There are, as we believe, but few in- 
stances where the drawer and endorsers do not reside in the same county, gener- 
ally in the same neighborhood, and in our opinion, all the parties should be re- 
quired to take notice that payment had not heen made, withoutthe formality of 
protest and actual notice thereof to the endorsers.

The‘old maxim that ‘‘corporations have no 
soul” 15 considered by Шет as true, and acted upon accordingly. Ifa debtor 
has other creditors, and is unable to pay all, or is ‘‘about to fail,” he 15 sure to 
prefer his individual creditors by paying the first, which he has an undoubted 
right to do; or by conveying his property in trust or in mortgage to secure them, 
tothe exclusion ofthe Bank which must be content with the ‘gleanings.” 
Would it not be better to provide by lay that all deeds of trust and mortgages 
ш, by a debtor of all, or of his property generally, for the benefit of all, pro

We have no hesitation in saymg, that the Bank has been well managed, and is 
at present in a prosperous and healthy condition.

The undersigned Commissioners, appointed by the General Assem» 
b'y of the State of Tennessee to investigate the condition of the Branch 
Bank of Tennessee at Sparta, respectfully submit the following re-

j The Commissioners assembled ‘at the Danking-house in Sparta uu 
Monday the 27th Nov., 1843, and after being duly qualified by William 
Il. Mears, a Justice of the Peace for White county, proceeded 1mme- 
diately te the discharge of the duties assigned them by the General 
Assembly.

question presents itself to our minds, what in the present embarrassed 
condition of the finances of the State and of the people is the best to 
be dom? Shall every dollar of profit, that 15 made by the bank, de- 
ducting only current expenses without making any provision for bad 
debts or easual losses, be paid out in the way of divideu.ls? Thereby 
annually diminishing the capita] to the extent of the bad debts aad other 
losses, until the whole is exhausted, and in the end, creating an absolute 
necessity for resorting to direct taxation, as the only means of raising res 
venue for the payment of the principal and interest of the public debi— 
comman p.udence would at least say, this should not be done. 
. _What then shali? Shall the Branches be withdrawn, and the whole capital 
‘of the Beuk concentrated at some three or four places in the State? A smati 
: amount in the way of incidental or cuyreut expenses might thereby be saved, 
while the amount of loss from bad debts would be greatly increased. It is 
not unfrequently said, that if the branches were withdrawn, a large proportion 
of the loans on aceonimodatien paper could be ealled in and invested in bills of 
exchange, and that a larger amount of profits would thereby be realized.— 
l'his, perhaps, to a small extent may be so, yet the undersigned think it very 
doubtful. "Phat bills of exehauge, when crawn against real commercial trana- 
actions, or the shipments of produee from tlie country, are more profitable 
fources of investment than sceommod ition paper, is a position which they are 
by no mea is disposed to deny, but when pushed beyond the leginmate wants 
of romtmerce, they ard the niost fruitful source for the ereation of bad debts 
and loss to bans, which they ever experience. ‘The amount of capital now in 
the Banks at Naghvilie, is no doubt more than sufficient for the commercial 
wants,of the place, No diffienky, it is believed, is now eneountered there in 
getting all bilis eashed that are made by responsible drawers, well endorsed, 
and whieh it is betieved will he grompty pad. Phe rate of interest, including 
the trouble of transmitting and со]. eting. being greater оп bills of exchange 
than on notes discounted, causes the former, not uafrequently, to be taken with 
avidity by the banks, while the latter are refused and it often happens that men 
are compelled to draw biils, in order to raise money, who neither have nor ex- 
pect to have any funis at the place on wich the bills are drawn to meet them 
WUN, and рай, it ean only be done by the bill. drawer purchasing and re 
miting a check, for which be is again compelled to pay а premium, perhaps 
by the very bank to whieh be had sold the bii] ata discount. In such cases, 
іле urchasing аР the bill asd. the. хен of the check is а mere device, to 
eover usury, and experienee proves, that but few men submit to that, for any 
lenzth of time, without failing. But little doubt is entertained by the under- 
Signed, that th» large amaunt of suspended and bad debt, now held by some ef 
the banks in Nashville, was created in this way. ‘They think they hazard 
nothing in saying. that no bank in that place has. from the commencement to 
the present tima, made ол aunual average profit of five per cent, and preserved 
its capital, unless the peculiar situation c£ the Bank of Tennessee, to which 
they have heretofore adveried und which was only temporary, should have en- 
abled her to exceed that sum. "ехе are some of the reasons which induced 
the undersigned to believe, that the profis of the Bank would mot be increased 
bv the withdrawal of the Branches; many others might be given, not the least 
of whieh would be the wantof correct information as to the solveney of indi 
viduals applying for accommodations from the remote counties. ‘The immense 
Joss of time and expense that would inevitably fall on the present debiers of 
bee aaa ia moris to aad returning fron Nashville in renewing their notes, 
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shoüld also be taken into the calculation, an'expense that would amarnt to sev- 
eral thousand dollars annually to the people alone of the Mountain District. - 
No possible reorganization of the Bauk, it is confidently believed, will eu = 
ble it to make а neti profit-ef five per cent. and pass a sum to the continevnt 
fund sufficient to preserve ns capital unimpaired. Tf the banks heretofore ehar- 
tered by the Legislature, having it in their boards of directors, men whose р rì- 
vate interests are ifeutífied with that of the bank which they are appointed. to - 
manage, have not been able to make an annual average'profit of file per cen., 
it is not to be that a bank, owned entirely by the State, confided 19- tie mar- 
agement of men, who however skilled in banking. or honest and correct in the 
private relations of life, but whose private interests are in direct opposition to 
that of the institution which they have been appointed to direct and govern, 
will be able to make as large a‘profit for-the State. = 
As the debt of the State, which is admitted by all, has been contracted in. 
good faith,and must be paid, bears an annual interest, varying from five to sx 
percent. The undersigned see no other practicable plan, without an ultimate. 
resort to direct taxation, but to put ihe Bank and its Branches into a gracunl- 
course of liquidation, wind up the institution in the way that would-be least 
oppressive to its debtors, thereby saving that portion ef its capital which can 
be realised, and invest the same in the Bonds of the State, which ean now be 
bought at a considerable diseount, and on which, as before said we are now, 
paying from five to six percent. interest. 
The peace and quiet of the country, in a political point of view, call also 
for this course of policy, for it cannot have escaped the observation of the most | 
casual observer, that if this institution is continued, under whatever svstem-o£- 
reorganization may be adopted, it will be a bone ef contention between two | 
rival political parties, the ins and the outs, each of which will be contending for. |
